Mr. Schindler explains that 
the new owners plan a en- 
eral housecleaning and re- 
furhishing of what is for 
them their first and so far 
oniy retail] distribution busi- 
ness, and that they. will spend 
no jess than ILim. on it dur- 
ing the coming year.

Mr. Schindler relates that 
he bewan his career at 18 in 
his father’s refinery in Ham- 


burg where he learnt about 
the chemical business and 
cargo aspects of oil. In 1933 


he Wie ted Israel for the first 


time, He was director of a re- 
finery in France when still in 
his twenties, remained in Fu- 
rope until 1998 and then 
moved to the US. He went 


into production jointly with 
the veteran L. Sonneborn 
Sons Inc. in 1939 and the as- 
sociation has endured. 

Cautious and conservative, 
Mr. Schind'er applies his 
qualities to his outlook on 
business and politics. In Is- 
rael, where pioneering and 
lusty irreverence for hard 
economic facts have as often 
an not led to waste, his views 
could strengthen the respect 
for cost accounting, the basis 
of economic practice what- 
ever the guiding policy.
